Washington, D C. — Postmaster
Qeneral Hays announced the embarki
Slon of the governmuont on the devel
epment of a stupendous undertaking
ia the realm of radio telephony,

The project is the dissemination of
weather and market reports and oth
or government information, news of
the day and other matters of interest
to offices and bomes throughout the
country by the radio telephone,

Involved In the undertaking Is the
big question of the control of radio
telegraphy and telophony by tho gov-
ernment, to which President Harding
soon {8 to direct the attention of con
gross as a result of a study of the
problem by an- Interdepartmental
board.

Some of the radlo companles have
asserted exclusive proprietary rights
in certaln wave lengths of ether em- |
ployed In transmisslon, the result of
which would be to dabar other com-
panies and the government from using
suoh wave lengths. One of the Bug- |
gestions consldered by the interdepart-
mental board Is that the government |
shonld assume control of the ether |
and alloeate the radlo concerns the |
various wave lengths employed, of|
which there are about 150, |

The systom of disseminating govern- |
menf information by radlo telephony
has been worked out for Mr, Hays by |
J. C. Hdgerton, of the postoffice de-
partment; W. A. Wheeler, of the de-l
partment of agriculure, and R. B,
Howell, of Omaha, an authority on |
wirelogs, Mr. Hays announced that
Mr. Howell s salling for Europe on
Baturday to conduct an investigation
for the government at his own expense
of the operation of a radlo telephone
aystem in Berlin and of a "telephone |
newspaper” in Budapest,

u little girl aged 6, who was struck by
n bullet when she strayed from her
homae,

When the police separated the com-
battants they took to the roofs, using
chimneys as shelters for shooting at
persons on the streets. In mnorth
Quesn street and Duncairn gardens
the rioters erected sandbag barricades
behind which they fired at the oppos-
ing faction. All traffic In the zone

street car and a horse had been shot.

The pollice were hampered in their
afforts to reatore arder by women and
children who persisted in congregat-
ing at the strest corners. At one time
the discharge of bullets was so heavy
that It resembled a shower of hall
and the police, powerless, had to re
treat unt!l they secursd reinforee-
ments,

Millitary patrols in armored cars re-
storad temporary quiet in the various
affectod zones, but as soon as they
left any spot the snipers became ac-
tive again,

The supply of munitions, including
bombs, seems inexhaustible.

CALL FOR TROOPS IN THE
W. VA. COAL MINE FIELDS

Executive Declares Outiaw Organiza.
tions Continue to Defy Au-
thority of State,

Charleston—Relterating that large
forces are again leaving the Cabin
creek district for the Logan border,
Gey, E, F, Morgan sent the following
statement to Washington, addressing
it to both President Harding and Sec
retary of War Weoks:

“Gen. Bandboltz left here Saturday.
At that time armed men in Paint, Cab-
in and Lens creeks and Big Coal rive
er flelds were dispersing. On Little
Conl river, in the vicinity of Sharples,
Clothier, Blair and Madison armed
men in excess of 15600 have refused
to disperse when requested by repre-
sentatives of federal and state govern-
mants,

“On Saturday night near Sharples
armed patrol attacked body o1 state
police, which returned fire and killed
three men. These armed bodieg have
also captured five Logan county peace
officers and are holding them as pris
ONers,

“We have information that several
hundred men from coal fields of other
states nre gathered with these insur
rectionigts in the Little Coal river sec
tion and we are In possession of the
names of the leaders, who come from
llinols, Kentucky and Ohlo. This
element has threatened the lives of
officers of the United Mine Workers
of this district, who have asked them
to disperse,

“Adjt, Gen. Charnock has just re.
turned from the vicinity of Sharples,
where he commanded the [nsurrecs
tionists to disperse, but they have re-
fused and are maintaining armed pa-
lrols on the roads and have seized
pasienger traing on the Chesapeake
and Ohio railroad to transport rein.
fores wonts to their camps. They have
cut telephone wires and refused to
allow their replacement, and they con-
tinue to defy constituted authority.

“Large forces are again leaving Cab.
in creek distriet for the Liogan border
and have destroyed all communica-
tions on that creak.

“The men now assembled In Logan
from McDowell, ' Mingo and Logan
counties to resist the Invasion woula
be utterly unable to repel the attack.

“Because of the immediate danger
of great loss of life if there is a clash
between the Logan officers and eitl.
zens and the armed insurrectionists,
and belleving It Is my duty to seck
protection for the lives and property
of our citizens, I most respectfully re-
new my request for federal troops to
be sent forthwith to West Virginia for
the purpose of quelling the Insurrec-
tion and disarming those engaged in
It, Delay, In my opinlon, will prove
most disasirous."
